MOSCOW JEWS THRONG 
SYNAGOGUE 


Worshippers Overflow 
into Street

New ‘YOrK 

Over 5,000 Jews: sought to gain 
admission to the Moscow Central 
Synagogue on Yom Kippur. Because 
the synagogue only holds 2,000 people 
the street outside was crammed with 
a dense throng a hundred yards long, 
with a single policeman trying to 
direct the traffic. 


The New York TIMES, reporting this, 
states. that the Lermontov. Street Syna- 
gogue was also overcrowded. One 
worshipper said “It is better to be in 
the street outside the synagogue than to 
forget Yom. Kippur.” Many. congre- 
gants carried siddurim wrapped in the 
Soviet newspapers, or IZVESTIA. 


Few C hildren 


A number of -Yiddish-speaking Jews 
who had attended the services at the 


' Central Synagogue told the New York 


TIMES . correspondent that they had 
prayed for President: kisenhower's 
recovery. The worshippers were mainly 
elderly people, although a few were 
younger persons and children. There was 
also one army officer. 

Rabbi Solomon Schliefer, the Chief 
Rabbi of Moscow, told the NEw York 
TIMES correspondent at a recent recep- 
tion at the French Embassy that he esti- 
mates that there are 3,000,000 Jews in 
the Soviet Union and over a hundred 
congregations. Rabbi Schliefer said that 
he hoped .a_ yeshiva~ would soon be 
opened. 

A New York TIMes correspondert 
also reported that Bucharest’s 100,000 
Jews crowded fifty synagogues in the 
Rumanian capital. The thoughts of most 
congregants, he reporied, appeared to be 
directed to Israel. The worshippers, he 
added, included many young men and 
women and some children, all wearing 
their best clothes. Yiddish culture, he 
was informed, was well nourished, with 
flourishing Yiddish theatres at Bucharest 
and Jassy.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A TIMELY REMINDER 


HE three pilgrim-feasts have 
each a twofold significance, 
historical. and agricultural. 
Passover commemorates the exodus 
from Egypt and is. also. “ the feast 
of green ears,’ the beginning of 
spring. Pentecost is “ the season of 
the giving of our Torah” and also 
marks “the feast of the first-ripe 
fruits,” the herald of the summer. 
Tabernacles. recalls the — booths 
which sheltered the Israelites during 
their journey to the. Land of 
Promise and 1s also “ the feast of 
ingathering.” | 
‘While itis: simple to find link 
between the. two significations of Pass- 
over and Pentecost, this-1s not so with 
the third Festival. The time of rebirth 
In nature Was the season of freedom 
which "gave promise of nationhood to 
Israel... Traditionally, the freed people 
received the first-fruits of the Divine 
Revelation in the season when nature 
ripens her produce. But what is the 
connection between. the experiences 
In the wiiderness and ‘the 
of the. harvest? 
Another point to be considered in 


this connection js that the date of 
Passover 1s fixed by historical 
event. Similarly. the date of Pentecost 


is determined by-the tradition that the 
Revelation occurred on the sixth day 
of the third month. dt is clearly other- 
wise with the dating of: the. Feast of 
Tabernacles, since the dwelling in 
booths lasted for decades. 


OBVIOUSLY. then, with Taber-

PRISON STRIKE LEADER 


Newspapers the world over gave 
great prominence to the reports at the 
Congress for Cultural Freedom—held 
in Milan—about far-reaching reforms 
in the forced labour canips in Soviet 
Russia, and large-scale releases from 
them. The evidence produced shows 
that the changes in the Soviet penal 
were hastened by _ the 
unprecedented strike of the inmates of 
the Vorkuta camps in July, 1953. 


“None of the press reports, however. 


recalled that the strikes were inspired 
and organised by Boris Mandelstam, 
the leader of a large group of students 
from Leningrad, many of them Jewish, 
who had been sentenced to 20 years’ 
“corrective labour” for their opposi- 
tion to the régime under the banner of 
“a return to true Leninism.” Tall.

Scholars Meet at Oxford 


From a Special Correspondent 


Over 400 scholars met in Oxford 
last week to attend, for five days, the 
second International Conference on 
Patristic Studies. They — included, 
besides two representatives from 
Russia, a number of Jewish ~ par- 
ticipants both from England and 
Israel. 

The following were present: Professor 
D. Daube, Dr. C. Rabin, and Mr. O. H., 
Lehmann (Oxford); Professor L. Roth, 
Dr..-J. L.- Teicher, and Mr. R. Loewe 
(Cambridge); Dr. S. Stein, Dr. J. Weisz. 
Dr. A. Levene, and Mr..C. Moss (Lon- 
don); Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann and Q)r. 


R. J. Werblowsky (Manchester): Dr. 
Langstadt: (Leeds); Mr. B. Blumen- 
kranz (Strasbourg):. and Professor H. J. 
-Polotsky and Professor Tishby: (Jeru- 
salem). 

Ihe. conference interpreted the term 
Patristics as covering a wide field—from 
the congins and background of _Chris- 
tianity, via the ancient heterodoxies that 


lay on its fringe or in the shadowy fron- 


tier area between and Chris- 
Wianity, to the interaction of Jewish and 
Christian theology and contacts between 
scholarly. representatives of either faith 
in. the later Middle Ages. 

Two. recent discoveres,. discussion of 


which loomed large in the sessions. of the 
conference, emphasised the importance of 
rabbinic and. other Jewish. material for 
contemporary patristic studies; and the 
marked attenuon which contemporary 
Chrisuan theological scholars afe paying 
io the evidence which it can provide. The 
first of these was the Dead Sea Scrolls, 
in particular the sectarian documents and 
Midrashic commentaries, [he second 
the. Coptic document known as 

Codex Jung,” emanating from an early 
Christian heretical milieu. Lecturing on 
this and similar material, Professor G. 
@urspel, of Utrecht, indicated that it 
pointed towards the Gospel of St. John 
having originated not in gnostic. circles 
but from. some heterodox form of 
Judaism: general, it (was ‘gratifying 
to observe. the famiharny with rabbinic 
mater) vinced. by a number. of non- 
Jewish scholars, and the expertise’ with 
which it was discussed by them. 


The Essenes and Christianity 


Professor D.. Daube showed that a 
remark of Origen proves that in the third 
century Jews in Palestine were sull exer- 
cising, whether surreptitiously or de. jure, 
the right. of capital punishment. Mr. 
O. H. Lehmann discussed the theology 
and sources of the Sepher Habahir, a 
theme whose gnostic affinities linked. it 
to Professor Tishby’s treatment of gnostic 
doctrine in- the Cabbala..- -Dr.- Teicher 
argued with restraint: and some 
bility. for the recognition of the Essenes 
as an early Christian movement. 

Mr. R: Loewe compared the methodo- 
logy. of patristic and rabbinic exegesis of 
the Bible, indicating the lines upon which 
pdrallels in thought might be examined. 
Dr. S. Stein considered -treatment of the 
Dietary Laws’ by.. the Church Fathers, 
Dr. J. Weisz showed that the dictum of 
Akabia ben Mehalaleel in the Ethics of 
the Fathers Gin.

MORAL PHILOSOPHY 


The Nature of Sympathy. By Ma\ 
SCHELER. Translated by Peter Hbatn.

Max Scheler. who died in 19278. was 


a German philosopher and sociologist —

There 
is a notable criticism of Freud, especi- 
ally his “ methodological fallacy ” of 
explaining the normal in terms of 
the abnormal; at the same time 
Scheler gives a just appreciation. of 
Freud s achievement.

This js a somewhat unusual book. 
It deals with two very different ‘sub- 
jects, religious toleration and the 
training of animals.

Employment Standards 
Menaced 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Great anxiety is being felt by the 
National Union of Tailors and Gar- 
ment Workers, which has a_ large 
Jewish membership, at the increasing 
number of homeworkers—mostly 
women—I am told by Mr. M. Mindel, 
London Regional Organiser of the 
Union. 

At last week’s conference of the Union, 
held at Blackpool, the Chairman, Miss 
Edith Maycock, said that the industry 
was already dependent upon a high pro- 
portion of married women’s labour—not 
less than half the women employed were 
married—and the number who were 
making up garments in their homes of 
on premises for which the employer made 
no provision was about three or four 
times greater than before the war. 

These. women, she stated, were being 
employed in their homes only because 
their labour was cheap, The supervision 
that was necessary in the methods of 
production of garments today could not 
be apphed to homeworkers. Taken as 
a whole the system of homeworking 
represented. a menace to the standards 
of employment of the indoor. workers. 

Mr.. Mindel told me that much of the 
homework in clothing was béing done in 
unsuitable or unhygienic conditions. The 
Union was: anxious that these workers, 


who. were a threat to the living standards 


of the factory workers, 
Umon_ officials, 
advice and help. 

He. explained — that 


should approach 
who would give them

clothing industry workers: the great 
majority of them women, were being 


given materials to make up either by 
hand or on their own machines. Many 
of the women had formerly. worked in 
factories and were now doing the work 
at-home because their husbands were not 
earning enough. There were no means 
of controlling the conditions, and he had 
found in. one or two cases which he had 
investigated that the. manufacturers: were 
taking advantage of the position and 
were paying. the women-~ very 
the In some cases 
women were asking their children to help 
them in the work. 

Because. of the personal arrangements 
arrived at between the manufacturers and 
the homeworkers, the position was out- 
side official or Union control. The home- 
workers were also reluctant to fight for 
increased. pay; because’ there was no 
organisation to protect them, he added. 

Mindel, con- 
sidered that legislation in regard to home-. 
workers should be strengthened

ARAB ATTACKS AT 
HELSINKI 


Intransigent Attitude at 
Conference 


By a JewisH CHRONICLE Reporter 


The Arab delegates to the recent 
conference of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union. jn. -HelsSinki utilrsed -every 
opportunity to attack Israel, accord.ng 
to Mr. Maurice Rosetté, the Clerk to 
the Knesset, who, with eight Members 
of the Knesset of various parties, 
represented Israel at the deliberations. 

Mr. Rosetté, who -has been spending 
a few days in this country before return- 
ing to Jerusalem,:told me that the large 
lragi, Syrian, and Lebanese delegations 
were very active and. intransigent at the 
conference. Although the subject matter 
was in no way connected with the Middle 
Eastern situation, they went out of their 
way to criticise Israel. whenever possible, 


As. a result. Mr. Pinchas Lavon. ‘the 
leader of the 


Israeli delegation, . threw 
out a challenge to the Arabs on one 
occasion. . He said that if the subject of 
the. conference. were co-existence there 
was. no point in-deahng with this in 
principle. if the Arabs refused. .to apply 
it nearer home: If they were desirous 


of: peace were. really: independent 
delegations, the Israelis, said Mr, Lavon, 
would be pleased to discuss: matters: with 
them at Helsinki. 

There was no response from the: Arabs. 
added Mr. Rosetté; indeed, they became 
even. more hostile. Mr. Emil Bustani 
(Lebanon) went so far as to state’ that 
his country. was not. interested in a settle- 
ment. of the Arab refugee problem, but 
would maintain them and train them as 
soldiers, so that» they could take back 
‘their own: country.” 

While in. Finland the: Israehi delegation 
met Jewish. communal leaders, and, said 
Mr.-Rosetté, they noted the great interest

in Jewish education. They were impressed 
by the number of young px ople able to 
converse in Hebrew, as wel! as by. the 
large quantity of.

While in Denmark~ the. delegation 
received news of the: oil strike in Israel. 
and the Danish: Prime Minister joined 


them in sending a message of congratula- 
tions to Jerusalem. 

He felt, said Mr,. Rosetté. that the 
visit. had. strengthened Israel's already 
firm bonds of friendship with the Scan- 
dinavian countries. 

The visits to Norway and Sweden were 
in the nature of exchange visits, Parlia- 
mentarians from those countries already 
having toured the Jewish Site, While in 
Copenhagen the Israelis invited Denmark 
to send a Parltamentary. delegation to 
tour their country.

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SOVIET BLOC SELL 
ARMS TO EGYPT 


Moscow-Inspired 
Transaction 
By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


Although Egypt's new. arms deal, 
which Colonel Nasser announced in 


Cairo this week, is primarily “a 
commercial agreement ” with Czecho- 
slovakia, there is not the slightest 
doubt in diplomatic circles that 


Russia was the prime mover in this 
startling transaction. 

In fact, according to information 
which has reached London in the last 
few days, the deal was concludeg in 
Moscow and payment is to be arranged 
through the Soviet State Bank which, as 
is now the custom in most transactions 
with the Communist bloc, acts as a 
clearing thouse. of China’s trade 

with the-Communist bloc is also carried 
on in the same way via Moscow. 

Apart from its political and military 
implications, which are of the utmost 


importance, the arms deal is a successful , 


climax to. Russia’s. policy of economic 
penetration into the Middle East, Russia’s 
campaign for the expansion of trade with 
the Arab countries has been persistent 
and vigorous, and more than any other 
country Egypt has shown great eagerness 
to establish closer ‘relations with Moscow 
and the satcllite countries. .Ever. since 
1952 Egypt's: cotton export to the Soviet 
bloc has been showing a_ tendency to 
and in the first three months of 
1955 it reached as much as 16 per cent of 
its total cotton export. In May of. this 


year the Egyptian. National Bank, to 
stimulate a further growth of exports 
to: the Soviet bloc, granted . guarantees 


of over E£12,000,000 for cotton exports to 


Eastern Europe. 


Trade with Czechoslovakia 


Trade with Czechoslovakia has 
been extensive. A Czechoslovak 
delegation, after a

instal two plants--a shoe and. a= rubber 
plant—in exchange for Egyptian cotton. 
Earlier, Colonel. Nasser’s’ ‘Government 
signed a trade agreement with. Poland. 
This provided for the export of Egyptian 
iron. and manganese ore, in addition to 


cotton, as well as other products, in return , 


for Polish machinery, coal, tractors, glass, 
and industnal installations. similar 
agreement was signed between Egypt and 
Rumania, Rumania having undertaken to 


_ supply petrol, wood, and wood products 


in exchange for cotton, cotton yarn, tex- 
tiles, and. other Egyptian goods. 

All these transactions, negotiated and 
signed under Moscow's guiding hand, 
were designed primarily to bring. Egypt 
into the Soviet orbit, a policy which is 
now being assiduously followed in respect 
of other Arab countries. Trade with 
Lebanon too is on an increasing. scale, 
and Moscow only this week announced 
an agreement with Libya for the exchange 
of ambassadors. 

While these transactions were of 
normal business kind, the-sale of arms to 
Egypt is rightly regarded as a political 


act, bound to have far-reaching repercus- 


sions even beyond the boundaries of 
Middle East countries. The supply of 
arms is not infrequently accompanied by 
the arrival of military experts, especially 
in the case of. Russia, which has pursued 
this policy with Poland and other East 
European countries which she has pro- 
vided with arms in the immediate post- 
war. years. It therefore goes. without 
saying that Egypt too will sooner or later 
be bound to accept this consequence. 
Moreover, the supply of spare parts gives 
additional opportunities to the country 


selling arms to dictate certain conditions | 


at a given and opportune moment, and 
Russia is not likely to omit the exploita- 
tion of any such opportunities, of which 
there are bound to be many if the flow 
of arms is to continue on the scale it is 
expected to as a result of this transaction. 
The Soviet Union claims to have manu- 
factured the most up-to-date and largest 
tanks, and some of these have come from 
the Skoda Works in Czechoslovakia. . It 
is most unlikely that these tanks. will. be 
delivered without Russian experts, who 
have been supervising their manufacture 
in Czechoslovakia, accompanying them 
to Cairo. 

The presence of Russian or Czecho- 
slovakian military experts in Egypt ts of 
the utmost significance not only for 
Israel but also for the Western Powers. 
To Israel it will mean a rapid modernisa- 
tion of the Egyptian armed forces and 
the addition of the expert skill of Red 
Army men to that of the former 
Reichswehr officers already busy training 
Egyptian youth. To the Allies it will 
mean the presence of trained Communist 
observers on the very doorstep of. the 
British and American bases. 

Among the items which Czechoslovakia 
is to supply to. Egypt mentioned so far 
are tanks, jet aircraft, and@ long-range 
artillery. But according to information, 
Egypt is also to receive a number of 
submarines, which she has been seeking 
to buy for some years, and with which 
she intends to intensify the blockade 
against Israel.

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SUCCOT 


LAST Monday we concluded the solemnities 
of the Yomim Noraim, the Days of Awe, 
which inaugurated the New Year of 5716. 
According to hallowed custom, immediately 
upon the termination of the austerities of 
Yom Kippur, the first action of the pious 
Jew-—even before the fast had been broken 
~—was to fasten a peg or a nail as a token 
towards the erection of the Succah. That is 
the traditional method of expressing one’s 
after-the-Fast happiness and feeling of joy 
in eager anticipation of Zeman Simchatenu. 
And now we turn to the Festival of Succot, 
the Season of our Rejoicing, which begins 
together with the Sabbath at sunset this 
evening. Upon his entering the Succah 
tonight, the worshipper’s feelings will find 
worthy expression in the prescribed medita- 


tion: “May it be Thy will, O Lord my God | 


and the God of my fathers, that Thy 
Presence abide among us. Spread over us 
the Tabernacle of Thy peace in recognition 
of the precept of the Tabernacle which we 
are now fulfilling, and whereby we make 
acknowledgment in reverence and love of 
the unity of Thy holy and blessed Name. 
Keep me in life, O Lord; bestow upon me 
the abundance of Thy blessings; and to 
them that hunger and thirst give bread and 
water unfailingly. O deal graciously with 
us in the decree to which Thou settest Thy 
seal, and make us worthy to dwell many 
days upon the land, the holy land,: ever 
serving and fearing Thee.” 7 
When our people dwelt in the Land of 
Israel in ancient times the agricultural 
significance of this Feast of Ingathering was 
obvious enough. It marked the. happy 
harvest time, when thanks were given to the 
Lord of the Universe for His bountiful 
goodness. At the same time it commemor- 
ated the mercies of Providence in watching 
over the earlier desert wanderings of the 
Israelites on their way to the Promised Land. 
After the destruction of ancient Judea, when 
our people again wandered throughout the 
wilderness of the Diaspora, their faith was 
sustained by the observance of this festival. 
As DisrAkeLi so finely remarked : “The vine- 
yards of Israel have ceased to exist, but the 
eternal law enjoins the children of Israel 
still to celebrate the vintage. A race that 


persists in celebrating the vintage, although 


they have no fruits to gather, will regain 
their vineyards.” In ghettoes and sordid 
surroundings, far removed from their ances- 
tral land and from the fragrance of the 
countryside, the Jews were enabled thereby 
to preserve their undying hope of restoration 
to their ancestral soil. 

To whatever land they wandered they 
built Succot and remembered Zion. For 
example, a contemporary record tells us 
that just three centuries ago, when 


MANASSEH BEN ISRAEL arrived in London, | 


Oliver's fi.e., OLIVER CROMWELL’S] time 
they did build booths on the other side of 
Thames and kept the Feast of Tabernacles 
in them.” There is something very impres- 
sive in the fact. that these. newcomers, 
anxious as they were to establish a secure 
and permanent residence in this island, even 
then did not fail to erect also the temporary 
and fragile abode of the Succah. It may 
be that on occasions the meaning of the 
festival became somewhat obscured. Thus, 
it is related that QUEEN. VICTORIA Once visited 
a luxuriously appointed Succah belonging to 
a wealthy Jew of the Metropolis. On her 
departure the QurEN is said to have laugh- 
ingly remarked to her. host; “1 take your 
word for a great deal, but you cannot make 
me believe that your ancestors in the desert 
lived in such splendid booths as this.” How- 
ever, anyone of this’ generation would 
indeed be dull of soul who failed to appre- 
ciate the association of our present celebra- 
tion with the ingathering of the exiles to 
the redeemed land of Israel. 

In the Psalm that introduces the Grace 


after meals in the Jewish household is truly— 


expressed the joyous spirit of this lovely 
Harvest Festival: “They that sow in tears 
shall reap in joy. Though he goeth on his 
way weeping, bearing the store of seed, he 
shall come back with joy, bearing his 
sheaves.” 


OIL AND ARMS 


IN Israeli affairs it seems decreed by destiny 
that there shall be no good without its 
counterbalancing disadvantages, and con- 
versely it may be that the difficulties which 
assail Israel frequently contain a mitigating 
factor. Thus, just at the moment when the 
country was celebrating the discovery of oil 
the news was disclosed that the Egyptian 
Government had agreed to purchase sub- 
Stantial quantities of arms from the Soviet 
Union and Czechoslovakia. Both events are 


charged with immense possibilities, the pre- — 


cise significance of which will only become 
apparent in the course of time. The great 
joy which was felt by Israelis when the 
news of the oil discovery was made known 


will be shared by Israel’s well-wishers 


throughout the world. 


Although it is too early to be certain of | 


the importance of the oil strike, preliminary 
assessments indicate conclusively that this is 
a major discovery and have proved (what 
was previously a matter for conjecture) that 
oil exists under Israel's surface. The 


unknown factor, of course, is in what quan- 


tities it can be tapped. It is wise not to 
be over-optimistic in these matters, but the 
omens appear favourable and the quality of 
the oil is said to be of a high standard, 
equivalent to that found at Kuwait. It is 
not unreasonable, therefore, to hope that in 
the course of time Israel will be able to 


produce the million tons of crude oil which 


at present she requires each year for her own 
consumption and jn consequence will be 


able to save foreign currency to the value 


of about £12,000,000 sterling per annum. 
This development has great significance, 
both economically and politically, which is 
summed up in the word “ independence.” 


Israel can now see before her the prospect 


of becoming self-supporting in her supply 


of power for all her requirements, and at 


the same time a new industry will be created. 


No less important is the political fact that. 


she will no longer be at the mercy of one 
or other of the great oil-producing Powers; 


- but it is here too that a certain danger Jurks. 


If Israel produces only sufficient oil for her 
own requirements, which in terms of world 
production is insignificant, all will be well, 
but if, as a result of further drilling, she 
finds herself numbered among the major 
oil-producing countries of the Middle East, 
the Israeli Government will need to exercise 


_ all its ingenuity to avoid becoming embroiled 


in the complications of oil politics which 
have so bedevilled the affairs of the Middle 
East during recent years. 
the point of view of easy access to the 
refinery at Haifa, it is fortunate that oil was 
struck in the coastal plain, thereby presenting 
no pumping problems such as would exist in 
the Dead Sea depression, it should not be 
overlooked that the gusher is only some ten 
miles from the Egyptian border at the north 


end of the Gaza strip. This provides a new — 


security problem, and the prospect of mineral 
wealth so near the border may even tempt 
the Egyptians to be more intransigent than 
they have been hitherto. 

It is, indeed, when one considers ‘the 
impact of the oil discovery on_ Israel’s 
relations. with her neighbours that one is 
brought face to face with this week’s other 
significant announcement, that. Communist 
arms. are to be supplied in large quantities 
to Egypt. There can be no doubt that the 
pattern in the Middle East is undergoing a 
profound change. Not only must this develop- 
ment be extremely disagreeable to Israel and 
the Western Powers, but it must also have its 
repercussions on other Middle Eastern 
countries. Turkey and brag have concluded 
their pact, to which both Great Britain and 
Pakistan have acceded, with the primary 
object. of defending themselves against 
possible Communist aggression. What is to 
happen now that Egypt has agreed to accept 
arms from the other side of. the -Iron 
Curtain ? This surely must alienate her still 
more from Turkey and Iraq and undermine 
still further the stability of the Arab 
League. At the same time the discovery of 
oil in Israel and the prospect that she may 
soon become independent in this commodity 


Although, from 


is the biggest blow yet delivered at the Arab 
boycott. The cutting off of Iraqi supplies of 
oil to the Haifa refinery was Iraq’s principal 
contribution to the boycott. This may no 
longer have any validity, and one wonders 
whether, with the good offices of her Turkish 
and British allies, it may not be possible to 


persuade the Iraqi Government again to let oil _ 


flow through the pipeline to Haifa to the bene- 
fit not only of herself but also of Jordan, who 
would thereby earn a much-needed income 
from transit dues. If, as seems possible, Egypt 
is on the point of falling into the communist 
sphere of influence it would appear to be all 
the more necessary for the Wesjern Powers to 
enter into those Treaty obligations with Israel 
which many people believe are indispensable 
to ensuring peace in the Middle East. 


ARGENTINE JEWRY 


FRoM reports at hand the departure of 
President PERON does not seem to have 
brought about any real change in_ the 
position of Argentine Jewry. A delayed 
report from our correspondent in Buenos 
Aires: states that apart from the hardships 
which the Jewish community, like other 
sections of the Argentine public, suffered 


- during the upheaval, was the inability to 


hold regular Rosh Hashana services, and 
the synagogues were thererore not as 
crowded as usual. Nevertheless, the situa- 
tion is far from reassuring. Revolutions in 
Latin America have seldom been inspired by 
a popular desire for democracy and freedom. 
More frequently than not they are the acts 
of politicians in search of power which they 
have either lost and are trying to regain, or 
who are starting out in search of revenge 
against their political foes. In the case of Argen- 
tina, the present victor, General LONARDI, a 
59-year-old artillery officer, has been seeking 
to rehabilitate himself ever since he was retired 
from the Army a few years ago. The call 
for liberty and democracy which was heard 
in the streets of Buenos Aires during the 
change-over came from the public rather 
than from the new leaders. \ 
this, the 400,000 Jews in Argentina, the 
largest Jewish community in Latin America, 


~- can hardly have any cause to be complacent 


about their future. Under President PERON, 
despite his dictatorial. régime, the Jews 
enjoyed a certain amount of liberty, and their 
role in commerce and industry was on a 
growing scale and in fact encouraged by the 
régime, which was keenly interested in 
the industrialisation of the country. The 
post-war years also saw the development 
and growth of Jewish institutions in 
Buenos Aires and other centres, and, 
most striking of all, the establishment, for 
the first time in the history of Latin America, 
of Yiddish schools and new centres of 
Yiddish literary creativeness. Relations with 
Israel, too, have been developing on a 
friendly basis, President PERON being among 


the first rulers of South America to realise’ 


the importance of the new State and the 
attachment to it of his Jewish citizens. It 


is earnestly to be hoped that this friendly - 


attitude will continue under the new Govern- 
ment. General LONARDI'sS first decree as 
President was to restore freedom of worship 
and to re-establish peace between the State 
and the Catholic Church, greatly impaired by 
President PERON in the later years of his 
rule.. Argentine Jews, therefore, take 
courage in the hope that the new ruler will 
continue a policy of tolerance and freedom 
and enable the large Jewish community to 
contribute to the well-being of Argentina. 


BOARD OF GUARDIANS 


Mucu disquiet must be felt at the serious 
financial situation of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, the premier charity of Anglo- 
Jewry, which during the last six months has 
found itself faced with a deficit of £21,500. 
In four years’ time the Board will celebrate 
its centenary; and if its invaluable work is 
to continue the community will have to dig 
deeply into its pocket, not in 1959, but in the 
intervening period. There is much validity in 
the complaint by Mr. Ettis A. FRANKLIN, 
O.B.E., Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, that the community has been taking 
the Board “ almost for granted.” But. as this 
paper has so frequently pointed out, the need 
for voluntary charitable organisations has not 
been removed—has, indeed, hardly been 
diminished—by the existence of the Welfare 
State. The Board of Guardians is an essential 
part of the life of Anglo-Jewry ; and its finan- 
cial needs are now as urgent as they are vital 
to the community's well-being.

The /leitmotif running through the pages of 
the book is the question, “-what jis alive and 
what is dead” in the thought of the individual! 
thinkers discussed. .He -is most severe on 
Heidegger and Sartre, and most in sympathy 
with Jaspers’: and Marcel. Whether or not he 
does full justice to those criticised—his pre- 
sentation of both Heidegger and Jaspers has 
not been left unchallenged—is a matter for 
further investigation. His review is. certainly 
highly personal and in the nature of a moral 
tribunal. rather than of a closely argued 
philosophical scrutiny. But one gains the 
impression that fundamentally he is right, His 
general verdict ts that Existentialism has had 
its say and is now already fading out. But 
he is all the more concerned to preserve its .

What. he makes clear. beyond doubt }s 
the fact that significant changes have. taken 
place in the thinking of the Existentialists 
themselves. Jaspers has returned to the original 
religious impulses. which = distinguish  Kier- 
kegaard’s deep yearning authentic living 
in the face of God. Heidegger, who always 
disliked being labelled as an “existentialist. 
has. now come out as an ec-sistentialist. with 
the emphasis on ecstatic, almost |//uminate 
being, -and Marcel tends towards a neo- I homist 
primaey of essence over existence. 

It is one of the most exciting aspects of 
the book that it shows us Existentialism. not 
as a fixed and static school of thought but in 
an extremely fluid condition. Personal remr 
niscences and an intimate acquaintance with 
the literature concerned help to throw. the 
individual thinkers into bold relief and destroy) 
any facile and generalising tendency in judging 
the issue. The book concludes with « sketch 
of Heinemann’s own philosophy of © Response 
which, in a way, reminds one of Franz 
Rosenzweig and -Martin Buber. a 
that these two Jewish Existentialists are not 
analysed in this work.

moment of confidence: “We don't 
understand the whites; they are 
always wanting something—always 
restiess—alwavs looking for . some- 
thing. What is it? We don't know. 
We can't understand them. They have 
such sharp. noses, such thin cruel lips, 
such lines in their faces:. We think 
they. are all crazy.” 

And Aldous Huxley, the most 
vent Western apostle of Eastern non- 
attachment, has achieved fame, pros- 
perity, and worldly success by using 
his brilliant literary talents to decry 


these with a zeal reminiscent of the 


more vituperative Church Fathers or, 
on the Jewish scene, the more extreme 
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Musarists of the Navardok school. In 
his recently published “The Genius 
and the Goddess,” Huxley describes 
two old men pitying a little child. 
“* One feels,’ he said slowly. as he 
stood looking down, a few moments 
later, at that small face. which sleep 
had transfigured into the image of an 
unearthly serenity, “one feels des- 
perately sorry for them. They don’t 
know what they're in for. Seventy 
years of ambushes and betrayals: of 
booby traps, and deceptions.’ After 
going On to speak of the “ fun” which 
baits life’s booby traps, the aged pessi- 
mists, sitting round the fire downstairs. 
continue their discussion, which con- 


cludes : 


Setting a Trap: 


“ What sort of traps are waiting for 
that poor shining creature up there in 
the crib? One can hardly bear to 
think of it. The only comfort is that 
there’s ignorance before the event. 
and, after it, forgetting, or at the very 
least indifference. Every. balcony 
scene turns into an affair of midgets 
in another universe! And in the end. 
of course, there’s always death. And 
while there is death there is hope.” 

The awful truth is that twentieth- 
century mans sorry condition does 
not allow us to dismiss such observa- 
tions—-even the = sting in Huxley's 
bitter. reversal of the popular ‘maxim 
—as the ravings of a lunatic. And 
yet. the advocates of Eastern 
“serenity” as the panacea’ for our 


ills too often forget such things as 


the appalling rate of infant mortality 
before the rise of modern medicine. 
the shocking social and economic con- 
ditions the Oriental labourer. had to 
endure, the superstition, the ugliness. 
the brutality of life in the Middle 
Ages. 

Admitting the existence of ascetic 
trends in Judaism too, it remains. true 
that those who walked in the broad 
highway of Jewish tradition were 
encouraged to adopt the saner philo- 
sophy of “It is good that thou 
shouldest take hold of the one; yea 
also from the other withdraw not thy 
hand ; for he that feareth God shall: 
discharge himself of them all”: (Eccl. 
vii, 18). It was the late. Rav Kook 
who believed that in- every widely 


materialistic and the

accepted philosophy of life there is a 
core of truth, for only truth’can win 
adherents to itself, and it is the duty 
of the Jew to attempt to make the 
truth in every movement his own. 
Thus the genius of Judaism effects 
the. delicate balance between the 
claims of the individual and society. 
of reason and emotion, of the. past 
and the future, of particularism and 
universalism, and, so far as our prob- 
lem is concerned, between too close 
an attachment to life and its denial in 
the pursuit of independence. ‘* The 
noblest of men,” taught an Eastern 
sage, “1s a king in the garb of a 
beggar “—that is, an ascetic inde- 
pendent of the world. Judaism—at 
least in its “ Orthodox ” interpretation 
would say that the noblest of men 


is he who combines in his person the 


dignity, self-respect, and sense of 
responsibility of the king with the 
detachment and freedom from being 
possessed by possessions of the 
beggar. 


Recognition of Man’s Creator 


The Succah, the Sabbath, the Sab- 
batical vear, the benedictions to be 
recited before enjoying the good 
things of life, all have the same lesson 
to teach. Not that man should relin- 
quish his power to conquer nature— 
did not God bless Adam that he 
should rule over the whole earth and 
make it. fruitful ?—but that’ man 
should sanctify his datly pursuits. by 
recognising His Creator to whom all 
things belong. 

The Sabbath is to be celebrated on 
one day of the week, not on séven ; 
the Sabbatical year for one year only ; 
the. Succah js for seven days of the 
vear, not for the whole year. The 
ancient. rabbis repudiate’ both — the 
Barthian ” 
view when they teach that before the 
benediction is recited “ The earth is 
the Lord’s and the fulness thereof ” 
(Psalm xxiv, 1), but after man has- 
thanked God for His bounty and 
thereby recognised His. sovereignty, 
“The earth hath He. given to the 


children of men” (Psalm cxv, 16). 


The Cabbalists develop the bold 
doctrine of Tzimtzum, God's with- 
drawal into Himself so. that the finite 
world could come into being.

Creativity requires. withdrawal; if 
man is to live creatively, he must not 
allow himself to become too heavily 
committed to external conditions, not 
become the victim of ‘circumstances 
by pushing too heavily against them. 
Did not the rabbis teach the unwis- 
dom of “pushing against the hour 
i.e., of trying to force our desires when 
circumstances are such that they can-. 
not be gratified ? And does not the 
folk-wisdom. of such comparatively 
trivial sayings as “All work and no 
play makes Jack a dull boy” and 
“ What do they know of England who 
only England know” express the 


Same truth, that to get the most ont 
of a thing one must. learn to get oul- 


‘side it ? 


The Succah is known in the Tal- 
mudic and rabbinic literature as the 
“ casual dwelling”. it is the abode in 


which we ponder the frailty of human. 


existence but in. which at the same 
time we gain that reliance on the 
Divine which brings strength and 
power into our lives. We are in this 


way freed from the tyranny. of things, 


and nature becomes, as it was meant 
to be, the good servant instead of the 
despotic master.

By a coincidence 1846 
was the year jn which Isaac Mayer 
Wise landed in New York ‘from 
Bohemia. 

I. M. Wise impressed the stamp of 
Reform. Judaism on American Juda- 
ism, travelling tirelessly in jts cause. 
editing its prayer-books and: news- 
papers, and establishing its three great 
national institutions—-Hebrew Union 
Union Américan 
Hebrew Congregations, and the Cen- 
tral Conference. of American Rabbis. 
His son, the veteran Dr. Jonah Wise. 
still serves as rabbi of the Centra! 
Synagogue, and hearing him partici- 
paté in the Rosh Hashana service one 
felt. a personal Jink with the forma- 
tive years of American Judaism. 
Some readers of THE . JEWISH 
CHRONICLE would have felt a link of 
a more direct. kind in the fact that 
his colleague, Rabbi David Seligson. 
served for some years before the. War 
as minister of the Libera] Jewish con- 
gregation of Birmingham and_ still. 
retains affectionate. memories of 
England. 

Moorish Architecture 

The fact that the architecture of 
the Central Synagogue is in the 
Moorish style and is reminiscent of 
the New West End Synagogue made

The 
pravers were read mainly jn English, 
and the prayer-book was similar in 
form to that of the Liberal Jewish 
Synagogue.

- The Central Synagogue does not 
rank as the show-place of New York 
Judaism.

remains “classy” in a way which now 
is not quite the case with its bigger 
and richer sister. 


Ornate Synagogue. 


For the second evening of Rosh 
Hashana I found myself in the ornate 


synagogue of Congregation § B'nai 
Jeshurun, founded in 1825. In: his 
book: “Early and Late,” Dr. Hertz 


printed the message which he had 
sent to Bai Jeshurun on. its centen- 
ary. greeting it as“ the oldest Ash- 
kenazi congregation in the world’s 
largest Jewish community.” It was 
a pleasant experience to hear the 
traditional Ashkenazi ritual performed 


in a devout and dignified manner..the. 


singing of the chazan and. choir 
accompanied by an organ, and the 
congregation worshipping without jt 
being considered necessary to separate 
the sexes. 

Dr. Israel: Goldstein, the present 
rabbi of Bnai Jeshurun, is well known 
in England because of his prominence 


in the Zionist Organisation and the. 


World Jewish Congress. What is less 
well known is the intimacy of the 
congregation's past links with this 
country. In its early days it made 


considerable use of Solomon -Hirschell, 
Chief Rabbi in London, as its rabbini- 
cal authority: HM Was raised to a 
position of eminence by M. J. Raphaill, 
who, born in Stockholm, was minister 
of the Birmingham Hebrew Congre- 
gation from 1841 to 1849, and before 


then had served as secretary to Chief. 


Rabbi Hirscheil and won for himself 
fame as a lecturer in Judaica to 
London audiences... Raphall enjoyed 
the distinction of being the. first 
Jewish clergyman to open a session of 
the U.S.A. Congress with prayer, 
which he did in 1860. 

At a. time. when Wise was campaign- 
ing strongly. and the’ whole 
successfully, for reform, Raphall was 
outstanding as a protagonist of 
Orthodoxy. Under his — successor 
Henry Jacobs, who may also be con- 
sidered as having a British tie, since 
he was born and educated in Jamaica, 
the congregation diverged somewhat 
to the left and after a battle in the 
civil. courts, in which some members 
sought to restrain: the modifications 
then introduced, adopted the position 
in which it contnues to this day. 


Leaders of B'nai Jeshurun 


A jater minister, Joseph Mayer. 


Asher. whose career was cut short by 
his premature death, had some share 
in the founding of the Manchester 
Taimud Torah Schools, After serving 
B'nai Jeshurun for six years he went 
to another New York synagogue, in 
which he was succeeded first by Dr. 
Heriz and then by Dr. Hvyamson. 
One of the lay pillars of B'nai 
Jeshurun at the present day is Mr. 
Hymie Ross. Ardent as ts his devotion 
to that congregation it is not so 
exclusive as to prevent an. affectionate 
association with the Belfast Jewish 
community, with which he retains 
strong family ties. 

On the second day of Rosh Hashana 
I was able to make contact for the 
first time with the Judaism of the 
Bronx. It is Jess sophisticated and 
more homely than that of mid-town 


Manhattan, and one phenomenon 
which deserves examination at. length 
is the return.to the synagogue of the 
children of the un-synagogued. Forms 
of expression vary from. the equiva- 
lent of the suburban constituents of 
the United Synagogue, or the Adath 
Israel, to the moderate 
B'nai Jeshurun. 

The Yomim: Noraim impinge on 
the life. of New York as a whole. and 
hence there is usually a Yom Kippur 
feature at the Radio. City Music Hall. 
As the horsemen in the Arabian desert 
flickered off. the. screen. the _ quick 
folding and unfolding of various 
draperies produced from the recesses 
of the stage a hundred-man. orchestra. 
under an agile maestro, set against a 
Louis Quinze background; and sup- 
ported by a mighty organ it broke 
into the strains of Kol Nidre. 


The “Glee Club” Choir 


In the foreground a platform the 
whole width of the proscenium moved 
upwards from the darkness. In the 
middie was seated a ‘cellist, and in 
the dimness on his right a robed choir 
(“The Music Hall Glee Club.) set 
against. a circle of plaster board on 
which lights in the roof. projected 
alternately a heavenly ‘blue and a 
represemation of stained glass jin a 
Magen David motif. To the ‘cellist’s 
left were a gentleman at a grand piano 
who purported to conduct the choir 
(even when the choir was not singing) 
and a jarge lighted ménorah. . With 


these ampie resources great: play was 


made. with Max. Bruch’s arrange- 
ment of Koil Nidre until the. time 
came for the ‘cellist and other gentle- 
men on the front platform to dis- 
appear through the floor whence. they 
had come and the orchestra—-also on 
a moving platform-—glided forward 
to. take their place and to carry on 
the show with the Bacchanaie from 
Saint-Saéns’ “Samson. and Delilah.” 
By then I had begun to feel a little 
homesick,

PROBLEM OF MARRIAGE GUIDANCE 
Advisory Committee to be Set Up 


From our Correspondent 


Marriage guidance was the subject 
of a conference held by the Council 
of Manchester and Salford Jews last 
week. 


Among representatives of organisations 
who attended the conference were the 
President of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, Mr. Cecil Wolfson, and Mrs. 
K. Prax, J.P., of the Care and Guidance 
Society, both of whom seemed to con- 
sider that this work was already being 
carried out satisfactorily by their organi- 
sations. Mr, Wolfson expressed surprise 
that no member of the Ministry was 
present. (It was pointed out that the 
Beth Din had been invited, although it 
was not represented.) 
Council had proposed that an advisory 
council for marriage guidance be set up, 
and Mr. Wolfson asked if there was any 
need for this. 

Mr. Samuel Glicher, J.P., who presided, 
said there were new met hods of solving 
these problems and he felt they should 
from them. 

A. Berman, who is Clerk to the 
hoard of Guardians and a probationary 
officer, asked if it was proposed that 
Jewish cases should be referred to the 
National Marriage Guidance Council. He 


felt that Jewish mafriage problems were 


essentially those of Jewish home-life, 
where homes were broken because of 
some flaw in that life. Only a Jew with 
a deep knowledge of that home-life would 
be best able to detect the flaw 

Mr. Glicher felt it was nalaiieeil that 
Jewish cases should come before non- 
Jewish people. 

Mrs. P. Casket. who its a Marriage 
Guidance Councillor, said that she did 
not think that. Jewish people wanted 
other Jewish people to discuss their prob- 
lems. She found that they preferred 


people who could not possibly know them > 
‘—coming even from a different town. 


A marriage guidance council concerned

CRIMINAL CASE 1214 
Principle of English Law 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu Curonictt 


Sik,—It is gratifying to see that Mr. 
l_andau now concedes that the aphor- 
ism that justice must not only be 
done but must also manifestly 
appear to be done is a principle of 


English law, albeit one of restricted 
appiication.. The narrow and literal 
construction he seeks to place. upon 


the word “ seen” was explicitly nega- 
tived even in the early authorities to

Succot, a golden flagon was filled with 
water from Siloam and brought to the 
Water Gate in Jerusalem. The priest 
who was on duty blew three notes on 
the shofar. one long and drawn out, 
then a quavering note, and then the 
last one drawn out again. By this 
time all the people had come out to 


join in the revels. 


A Torchlight Dance 


After the pouring of the water on 
the altar in the Temple, a dance took 
place by torchlight the evening. 
The songs were merry and everyone 
who could play joined the bands with 
their Iyres, harps. and cymbals. Then 
they went up the fifteen steps. to the 
Temple, pausing to sing a psalm on 
each tread and blowing the Shofar. 

Next Friday. the seventh day, is 
called Hoshana Rabba. As vou have 
seen, the Succot festival is a blend of 
yoy and seriousness. Because it comes 
so soon after the solemnity of Rosh 
‘Hashana and Yom Kippur, we. still 
feel the serrous side of life and 
Hoshana Rabba is an echo of Yom

Activities of Chovevei 
Torah 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The founder and former Mayor of 
Bnei Braq, Mr. Yitzchak Gerstenkorn, 
and Rabbi Alter Halpern, of the Law 
of Truth Talmudical College, were the 
guests of honour at a M’lava Malka 
given on Saturday evening by the 
Chovevei Torah (Centre for Jewish 
Higher Education), at the Finchley 
Synagogue, N.3.

MR. B. WOOLFSON 


Mr. H. FreepMan, of Hendon, writes: 

* By the death of Mr. Barnett Woolfson 
which occurred in Manchester last week, 
at the age of 59, Jewry has lost an unt'r- 
ing communal worker whose enthusiasm 
inspired many to work with him in aid 
of worthy charitable and communal 
projects. As a member of the Manches- 
ier Benevolent Society he was the means 
of raising large sums for the distribution 
of Passover parcels to the needy. He 
was a leading figure in the Friendly 
Society Movement being the Immediate 
Past President of the Grand Order Sons 
of Jacob Friendly Society. He founded 
the Order's Social Club for Jewish Youth 
in Manchester. It was as a result. of. his 
zeal and endeavour that the idea of. the 
present synagogue building of the Beth 
Jacob congregation was developed and 
for many years he was its Presi dent.” 


KILLED IN AIR CRASH 


Mr. Daniel Grunberg, of East Finch- 
ley, London, was one of the 19 people 
who were killed when the B.O.A.C. alr- 
liner crashed on. Wednesday. night last 
week near Tripollt. 

Mr.. Max Futper, Warden: of the 
Hampstead Garden Suburb Synagogue, 
writes, In tribute: ‘Mr. Grunberg, 
who was born in White Russia in 1903, 
settied in England shortly . before the 
Second World War,-and built up an 
important international timber ‘business 
here. He was a member of the Hamp- 
stead Garden Suburb Synagogue and was 
devoted to all things Jewish.. From his 
early youth he took an active interest in 
Zionism. His response to appeals for 
Israel and many other good causes was 
not only generous, but, in a way, unique, 
in that he invariably welcomed those in 
charge of charitable appeals in such a 
manner that he made them rejoice with 
him in the happiness which he derived 
from being able to give. He leaves. a 
widow. and two small daughters.” 


THE LATE MR. ALEX BLOOM

service he gave to the Great Garden 
Street Talmud: Torah. For many years 
he served on its general and education

Mr. EpGar: DucHIN writes: 
death of Mr: Leo Amery reminds me of 
a litth-known incident which showed his 
energetic sympathy for. the cause of the 


Jewish National Home. In) October, 
1930, the then Labour Government 
published simultaneously reports: 


Sir John Hope Simpson on. the agricul- 
tural position of Palestine and a * State- 
ment of Pohcy’ known as the 1930 White 
Pape! Both were unfavourable to ‘the 
Ziomist cause. There were discrepancies 
between. the two documents: and the 
White Paper was the more hostile to the 
Jews. 

Three members of the Oxford Uni- 


versity Zionist. Society prepared a 
memorandum showing how the. White 


Paper differed from, and was more anti- 
Zionist than, the report. Wondering how 
they could use it, they telephoned the 
nearest -prominent Zionist, Mr. John 
Buchan, who lived a few miles outside 
Oxtord. He agreed to see them. received 
them. with great courtesy, and told them 
that by chance his friend. Mr. Amery, 
was dining with him. The three then 
saw Mr. Amery, who took the document. 
thanked them, and promised to read 

“The undergraduates felt great satisfac- 
tion when two days later they read Mr. 
Amery’s speech to Parliamentinthe debate 
on the White Paper and noted that he had 
with considerable effectiveness ob 
used their memorandum as _ his. brief,’ 
Mr. Amery’s speech, with those of other 
Members, was the beginning of a cam- 


paign against the White Paper which 
eventually succeeded in securing the 
publication in February, 1931, of Mr. 


Ramsay MacDonald's famous amelhatory 
letter to Dr. Weizmann. Thus in their 
small way the undergraduates felt they 
had influenced the course of history.”

and U.S.A. Governments on arms supply 
pohecies in the Middle East, the statement 
said. 

Both Governments based their policies 
on the desire on the one hand to enable 
the various countries to provide for in- 
ternal security and their defence, and on 
the other to avoid an arms race which 
would inevitably increase the tension in 
the area. 

Both Governments would continue— 
and they hoped that other Governments 
would continue—-to be guided by these 
principles, the statement added. 

The meeting between Mr. Dulles and 
Mr. Macmillan was held after Egypt had 
indicated that it intended to obtain Soviet 
arms through Czechoslovakia in exchange 
for cotton, and after the United States 
had refused to sell jet bombers, heavy 
tanks, heavy artillery, naval craft, and 
Other equipment to the Egyptians. 

Although it was not until August 30 


that Mr. Dulles disclosed that Russia had | 


offered arms to Egypt, it- was not known 
until Tuesday last that the. U.S.A, had 


rejected’ Egypt's arms. request. However,. 


it is understood that the Egyptian demand, 


made in June, was rejected several wecks. . 


ago. There has been no explanation 
forthcoming for a report last Monday 
that the United States. had decided to sell 
Fgypt arms on credit to forestall a. deal 
with Russia, 

The Western Powers see the Czech offer 
as a. large-scale Communist penetration 
into an area in which Britain, America, and 
France have long had a special interest. 
They fear that Western efforts to maintain 
a balance of power in the Middle East 
will be nullified by unrestricted East 
European arms shipments to Egypt, the 
most powerful of the Arab States. 


NASSER’S STATEMENT 


CAIRO 
Tn announcing Egypt's decision to 
‘buy arms from Czechoslovakia, 
Colonel Nasser, the Egyptian Prime 


Minister, said that Egypt had turned 
to Czechoslovakia after Western 


countries had refused to sell her the 
she asked for except. under 
‘conditions which were unacceptable. 


arms 


Colonel Nasser mentioned only Czecho- 
slovakia, not Russia, in his statement. He 
said that he had refused to accept arms 
on conditions that he could not reconcile 
with the aims of the 1952 Revolution. 

The United States had offered arms 
with strings attached ”—and the strings 
were some  Western-sponsored pact. 
Britain had offered to sell arms, but not 
enough to meet Egypt's needs. France 
had offered to sell arms if Egypt stopped 
criticising her North African policy. But, 
he alleged, Israel was able to get all the 
arms she needed from these and other 
countries. 

Egypt had. asked Czechoslovakia to 
supply arms on a purely commercial basis, 


and Czechoslovakia had agreed. London — 


and Washington, he added, said that the 
arms deal with Czechoslovakia meant the 
infiltration of Russian influencesginto Egypt 
and the Middle East. “I say it merely 
marks the termination of the old influence 
of Western countries in this area,” he 
said. “* We wanted arms for peace, not 
for war.” 

The question absorbing Western dip- 
lomats here is: will Soviet military tech- 
nicians come to train the Egyptian Army 
to use the new weapons, or will Egyptians 
be sent to military colleges in Prague or 
Moscow ? . 

Despite the statement issued by the 
British and United States Foreign 
Ministers, there are persistent rumours 
here that the U.S.A. will shortly give 
a $10,000,000 (£3,570,000 sterling) credit 
to Egypt to buy the American arms she 
wants, with no obligations in return. 

According to a report in the indepen- 
dent newspaper AL AHRraM, Russia has 
offered to sell arms to Saudi Arabia.—

Little Hope of Early 
Agreement

JERUSALEM | 

Five parties—Mapai, Achdut Avoda, 
Mapam, the Progressives, and Hapoel 
Hamizrachi—are now taking part in 
the negotiations for a new Coalition 
Government, but there is little reason 
to suppose. that Mr. Ben-Gurion will 
have a new Cabinet ready by October 
17, when the Knesset reassembles. 

Representatives of the five parties are 
at present engaged in working out the 
‘basic lines” of the proposed Govern- 
ment’s new programme and finding a 
compromise between the Mapam and 
Hapoel Hamizrachi versions. Among 
questions still to be settled are safeguards 
for religious education, the creation of a 
religious section for the Gadna Cadet 
Corps, the right. of new immigrants 
to decide whether they should settle in 
religious villages, and effective measures 
to restrict pig-breeding. In addition, the 
Progressives are. demanding the reorgani- 
sation of the labour exchanges under the 
Ministry of Labour instead of - the 
Histadrut, 

Even if these matters are satisfactorily 
arranged, there will be difficulties over 
the allocation. of portfolios, including the 
Ministry of Agriculture, which Achdut 
Avoda is demanding and which Mapai 
wishes to retain.

would have a rich natural resource which 
has a ready-made world market, as well 
as its own fuel and power for industry, 
irrigation, agriculture, and the exploita- 
tion of other mineral resources in the 
Negey.
